Chicago, Sept. 20.-—The defense closed its case in the 
Daugherty injunction suit shortly after noon today. 
Arguments will be opened by Blackburn Esterhn, at­ 
torney for the government, shortly after the noon recess. 
Railroad executives were charged with complicity in their 
dealings with shopmen by Warren R. Stone, president of ihe 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, in an affidavit read at \he 
hearing today. 
Stone declared while openly the railroads favored the open 
shop, secretly they were working for the closed shop. 
The Union Pacific employes association, which is one of the 
loads developing a union from the strike, was cited as an instance 
of the closed shops. 
The affidavit declared that if a man resigned from the Union 
Pacific he was automatically drop|>ed from the organization, and 
that dues were deducted from the payrcfll.

ISSUES NEW ORDER 


DISPOSING OF WAR SUPPLIES 


S e n a t o r; Cfi ARLES E. T o w n se n d , of Michigan, has offered a 
bill to the senate for its consideration, which should have the sup­ 
port of the citizens of all the states, whose pressure may secure its 
passage during this session of congress. 
It calls for the distri­ 
bution of the surplus materials left over from the world war and 
which have a value of approximately $1,000,OOO,OOO to the various 
states of the union in the same ratio as these states sent men .into 
service during the war. 
A t present these supplies are stored in 
warehouses and the cost of protecting them is a burden on the 
government which is unnecessary. 
Sales of supplies since the war ended have proved that the 
treasury gets little from such disposal of supplies and that these, 
bought at a low price, pass through the hands of a number of 
purchasers to be sold to the public at unconscionable prices. 
By 
this method of disposal the government does not obtain a fair price 
for the goods and the public pay's an inflated price for what it 
buys. 
The profits from such transactions go to those firms that 
buy them cheaply from the government to sell them dearly lo 
the people. 
It having been proved conclusively that this method of dis­ 
posal is far from satisfactory, some other method of distribution 
must be found, and Senator Townsend’s bili offers such an s u i t ­ 
able means of putting them to use that it ought to be passed 
forthwith. 
These goods were paid for by the public and the public should 
be given the privilege of purchasing them at a reasonable price, 
which will reimburse the government to the amount of the pur­ 
chase price, that they may be used in state institutions of the 
various states and bought at a price not exceeding that which the 
government was required to pay for them. 
Every day this vast stock of supplies is allowed to lie in stor­ 
age it depreciates, and as the cost of protection is no small amount 
common sense suggests that they be distributed as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
And there is no better plan for their distribution than that 
contained in Senator Townsend’s bill which a sk s that they be di­ 
vided among the states on a fixed ratio to he used in the institu­ 
tions of the states of the union which arr1 supported by the people 
of the states.
